F.D.R. ASKS RAILS 
10 DELAY GUTS 


Opposes Proposed 15% 
Pay Slash; Says Com- 
plete Recovery Coming. 


WASHINGTON, -Feb. 15.—(/)— 
“President Roosevelt today asked rail- 
road executives and employes to agree 
to a six-month extension of the. pres- 
ent 10 per cent wage reduction. 

The president's letter was made pub- 
lic shortly after the railroad execu- 
tives: today called for a 15 per cent 
wage reduction. 

The present avreement between the 


railroad managers and labor for the 
10 per cent pay cut expires on June 
30. Mr. Roosevelt asked that this 
agreement be extended for at least 
another six months from that date. 

“I am confident,” he wrote, ‘“‘that 
such an extension would be of ad- 
vantage to those directly concerned 
and also to the entire country. 

“Marked progress toward national 
recovery has been made since last 
June and I am sure the goal will be 
reached. Nevertheless, much remains 
to be accomplished, the’emergency still 
exists and the conntry has not yet 
'attained conditions of stability. 
“Under present conditions the pros- 
-ecution of a bitter controversy be- 
tween the railroads and their employ- 
es over wages would have a most dis- 
turbing influence, and. I am further 
convinced that conditions are not yet 
sufficiently stable to permit of a 
wise determination of what the wages 
should be for the future.” 


RAILS SERVE NOTICE 
OF BASIC PAY SLASH 


CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—(#)—Rail- 
roads of the nation served notice ou 
their union employes today that basic 
rates of pay would be reduced 15 per 
cent effective July 1, next. 

The cut, if made effective, would 
slice 5 per cent from the present pay 
envelopes of the 900,000 or more

ROOSEVELT MOVES 


0 BOLSTER TAIT 


IN NATION S BANKS 


Early Action Asked on 
Deposit Insurance Ex- 


tension; Reserve System 


Unhurt by Gold Plan. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—-(4)— 
President Roosevelt made two moves 
today to assure depositors their sav- 
ings were safe in the banks. 

He sent to the senate banking com- 
mittee a bill to extend for one year 
the temporary bank deposit insurance 
law, under which approximately v¥ 
per cent of the banks in the country 
now are operating. 

The chief executive coupled with 
this the publicizing of a letter de- 
claring that the surrender of gold to 
the government by federal reserve 
banks “in no way impairs the 
strength” of the institutions. 

97 Per Cent Safe. 

Observing that 99 per cent of the 
banks and 97 per cent of deposits are 
insured under the temporary law, the 
presidept said in a message to the 
senate committee headed by Senator 
Fletcher, democrat, Florida. 

“This would indicate that insurance 
of bank deposits throughout the coun- 
try has become a reatity and that we 
can now afford to advance toward the 
mere complete accomplishment of the 
aims of congress in light of such fur- 
ther experience as a year’s extension 
of the present insufa will. afford.” 

Fletcher also received from the fed- 
eral reserve board the draft of a bill 
to extend for one year and for two 
years more if Mr. Roosevelt desired, 
the law permitting direct obligations 
of the government to be used as col- 
lateral for federal reserve notes, Gov- 
ernor Eugene Black, of the board, 
told Fletcher the present authority 
for such collateral expired on 
March 3. 

Black made public the Roosevelt 
letter on the gold. 

“The law itself,” the president 
wrote Black last week, “in no way 
impairs the strength of the federal re- 
serve banks. They have simply ex- 
changed their gold for gold _ certifi- 
cates, issued by the treasury and col- 
lateralized by 100 per cent of gold. 

No Interference. 

“These gold certificates so collater- 
alized with gold supply all reserve re- 
quirements of the reserve act. This 
bill interferes in no way with the 
credit, currency or supervision re- 
sponsibilities of the reserve banks. 
Their powers will continue to be exer- 
cised in the interest of agriculture. 
commerce and industry, just as they 
‘have been for the past 20 years.” 

The federal reserve system, Mr. 
Roosevelt said, had been of “‘incal- 
culable valne” through the 20 years 
of its existence and had given ‘‘splen- 
did services” in the efforts toward 
recovery. 

“It has stood loyally by the in- 
terests of the people,” the president 
said, “by supplying them with a sound 
currency, by placing at the disposal 


of member banks a large volume of | 
reserves available to finance recovery, 
by exerting a powerful influence to- | 


ward rehabilitation of the commercial 
banking structure, and by co-operat- 
ing in every way with the govern- 
ment’s financial program.”

‘Thousands of Erstwhile 


Dissidents Surrender To 
Take Advantage of Of- 
fer of Amnesty. 


VIENNA, Feb. 15.—(#)—The four- 
day rebellion of Austrian socialists 
against the government appeared to- 
night to have been put down in blood. 

All municipal apartment blocks, 
where the insurgents made their most 
tenacious stands against’ troopers’ 
bombardments, this evening were in 
the hands of the army or police. 

Nearly all units of the socialist re- 
publican army, furthermore, were re- 
ported defeated and _ scattered, and 
Vienna’s monuments to the 1918 re- 
public were again gay with red, white 
and red bunting—the Austrian colors 
—and pictures of Chancellor Engel- 
bert Dollfuss. . 

An unofficial estimate of 1,000 to 
1,500 deaths in the week’s disorders 
remained unchanged as the fighting 
subsided. 

The government claimed complete 
victory but while socialists were bat- 
tered out of their Vienna strongholds 
reports of conditions in the provinces 
Jeft many gaps. 

Prince Reappears. 

. Dispatches that the rebels had sur- 
rounded a heimwehr (home guard) 
detachment under Prince Ernst Rudi- 
ger Von Starhemberg, home cuardéd 
chieftain and second Austrian vice 
chancellor, at Steyr were later de- 
nied and the -princé appeared at 
Ansfelden to deliver the funeral ora- 
tion at the burial of a heimwehr of- 
ficer killed in action. 

He bluntly placed the whole blame 
for the outbreak of civil war on Gov- 
ernor Joseph Schlegel, 
socialist, declaring that the governor 
“vear after year hindered and sabo- 
taged the struggle against Marxism 
in Austria.” 

It was believed that agitation was 
coming to a head to revise the gov- 
ernment in view of this week’s dis- 
orders. 

Reports from sources friendly to 
the socialists said socialists from 
Tulln and Sankktpoelten were con- 
verging in the woods in the direction 
of Vienna and that republican guards 
were still active in the Neuenkirchen 
and Gloggnitz industrial centers. 

In suburban Laaberg 2,000 social- 
ists capitulated to take advantage of 
Chancellor Dollfuss’ amnesty decree, 
and troopers captured the huge 
Goethe Hof municipal apartments, an 


‘insurgents’ stronghold. 


Men Retreat. 

Government forces finally gained 
the Goethe Hof only to find that its 
garrison comprised only women anid 
children and that the men who earlier 
had answered troopers’ bombardments 
with machine gun fire had fled, pre- 
sumably to socialist rendezvous out- 
side of Vienna. 

Through the wreckage in the work- 
ers’ sections the steel-helmeted gov- 
ernment squads moved, block by 
block. cleaning up remnants of the 
opposition.

NATION PAYS HOMAGE 
TQ TRAYLOR IN DEATH 


Many Political and Business 
Leaders Voice Trib- 


ute. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—(#)—The na- 
tion joined with Chicago tonight in 
mourning the death of . Melvin A. 
Traylor, internationally-known bank- 
er and political power. 

Messages of condolences received by 

the family from all parts of the coun- 
try testified to the high esteem in 
which the man who rose from a Ken- 
tucky log cabin home to the presi- 
dency of one of the world’s lafgest 
banks was held by friends and busi- 
ness rivals alike. 
_ Traylor, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, died last 
night of pneumonia, complicated by 
the presence of a  micro-organism 
known as‘the Friedlander bacillus. 
He was 55 years old. 

From the White House came a tele- 


phone call asking information about 
_the funeral arrangements. The state 


senate of Texas, the state in which 
Traylor got his start as a banker, 
adopted’ a resolution expressing re- 
gret at his passing. 

Characterizing Traylor as “one of 
the most ardent advocates of democ- 
racy in the middle west,” James A. 
Farley, mational democrat chairman, 
declared the country had suffered a 
distinct loss in his death. 

High tribute also was paid by two 
business rivals, Walter J. Cummings, 
chairman of the board of the Conti- 
nental Illinois National Bank and 
Trust Company, and James R. Lea- 
vell, president of the same institution. 

The Chicago Association of Com- 
merce named 37 intimates of Traylor 
in his 13 years of service with the 
association to represent the trade 
body at the funeral. Traylor was a 
former chairman of the association’s 
executive committee. 

Funeral services will be held at 2 
p. m. Saturday at the Fourth Pres- 
byterian church.

Rinse the 
frying pan with a half cup of hot 
water and add this liquid to the meat. 
Cover the dish tightly and bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) for 
11-2 hours. 

If desired, finely chopped vegetables 
such as onions, carrots, turnips and 
mushrooms may be added to the meat 
in the casserole during the last half

Cut thin lamb steak into pieces 
about 3 inches square and sprinkie 
with salt, pepper and a drop of onion 
juice.

Barbecue: To roast an animal whole 
or in pieces slowly on a gridiron, spit 
or ovér coals in a specially prepared 
trench. Usually barbecued meat is 
basted with a highly seasoned sauce. 

Baste: To moisten meat while cook- 
ing to prevent drying and to add fla- 
vor. Usually pan drippings, water or 
water and fat are used. 

Boil: To cook in liquid, usually wa- 
ter, which has reached the boiling 
point. (Meat should not he boiled, but 
should simmer, that is, be cooked in 
water a litle below boiling.) 

Bouillon: A French word for clear 
soup or broth. 

Braise: You braise meat when you 
place it in a hot receptacle ih its own 
juice or added liquid, such as water, 
milk, cream, meat stock, diluted vin- 


-egar or juices from vegetables. 


Broil: To cook by direct heat from 
hot coals, gas flame or electric element. 
To grill. 

Broth (also stock)): Is the liquid 
in which meat, fish, vegetables or ce- 
reals have been cooked. It may or may 
not contain fat. It is a thin soup. 

Consomme (again French): Is a 
clear, strong broth of meat and vege- 
tables, usually made from two or 
more kinds of meat. It is freed from 
fat, clear and seasoned. 

Fricasse: A dish made of fowl, 
veal or other meat, cut in pieces and 
stewed in gravy. It is usually braised. 

Fry: To cook in fat. 

To Lard is to place strips of fat 
(called lardoons) on top of or to insert 
into meat to add flavor and prevent 
dryness. 

A marinade is an acid liquor usually 
seasoned and with or without oil, in 
which meat is allowed to stand before 
cooking to improve flavor and increase 
tenderness. 

To panbroil is to cook in a hot, un- 
pouring off the 
fat as it accumulates in the pan. 

To parboil is to simmer for a short 
time preliminary to cooking by another 
method.

CWA PROGRAM PLANS 
BEING MAPPED HERE 


Miss Gay B. Shepperson. Georgia 
civil - works administrator, Thursday 


was preparing for submission to 
Washington a report showing her rec- 
ommendations concerning nearly com- 
pleted federal projects which were 
halted Thursday night on orders of 
Federal Administrator Harry L. Hop- 
kins. It is expected that a number 
of these projects will be completed 
before federal projects are finally elim- 
inated from the general CWA pro- 
gram. 

It is not known when Miss Shep- 
person's recommendations will go to 
Washington and it could not be learn- 
ed Thursday when work on the pro)- 
ects to be completed will be resumed. 

No orders for the placing on other 
jobs of the 10,000 to 12,000 Georgia 
CWA employes affected by the Hop- 
kins order were received Thursday. 
Whe-her places will be found for them 
or not has not been determined. If 
no jobs are found for these workers 
it is presumed that those who war- 
rant it will be placed on direct re- 
lief roles and others will be left to 
shift for themselves. 

According to Miss Ada Barker, Ful- 
ton county CWA administrator, 255 
men working on Fulton county fed- 
eral projects will be affected by the 
reductions, Among the four projects 
which were discontinued at midnight 
Thursday is the Old Noble sanita- 
rium, which is being converted into a 
transient camp for homeless men, 
Work on this project, howover, is al- 
most completed, and men employed on 
the job were working at feverish 
haste Thursday in an effort to finish 
all major work in reconditioning the 
building. 

Other projects affected are the ty- 
phus fever control work, which has 
employed 94 men, sanitation work, 
employing 95 men, and work on cot- 
ton statistics, on which 16 men have 
been engaged. : 

Miss Barker said that in selecting 
the projects for discontinuance Na- 
tional Administrator Hopkins has 
chosen those for immediate cutting 
off which will least affect conditions 
in Fulton county. All men employed 
on the projects discontinued, it was 
added, have been drawn from the re- 
employment office, and were not 
taken from the federal relief. rolls. 

Miss Shepperson Thursday approv- 
ed a large number of non-federal 
projects, one of which calls for the 
employment of 16 women to prepare 
hot lunches for the pupils of eight 
schools in Hancock county. The sum 
of $3,840, enough to pay the 16 wom- 
en for four months, was approved for 
the project.

Italian-Austrian Frontier 


Offers War Threat-De Lanux 


The Italian-Austrian frontier may 
be another powder keg of war with a 
fuse — in several directions, 
Pierre De Lanux, director of the 
Paris office of the League of Nations 
told the Thursday night session of the 
seventh annual Emory University in- 
stitute of citizenship in Glenn Memo- 
rial church. 

Expressing grave fear that another 
World War may flare at any time, M. 
De Lanux said Italy may have been 
motivated by either one or both of two 
intentions, 

1, To repel a possible flight of Aus- 
trian socialists into Italy. 

2. To be ready for an invasion to 
quell the spread of the nazis in Aus- 
tria by Germany. 

Speaking in answer to a question 
from the audience, M. De Lanux 
pointed out that if “Austria goes nazi 
it will bring the German frontier up 
to the boundaty of Italy, thereby 
causing possible unrest to 200,000 
Austrian people who were placed un- 
der protection of the Italian flag by 
the Treaty of Versailles.” He added 
that if Italy does invade Austria, 
Czecho-Slovakia would do _ likewise, 
“thus precipitating the world into an- 
other war.”

Dr. Robert 
Eleazer warned against too great a 
differential between wages of the 
north and south, contending that too 
low a negro wage drags down the 
wage scale of the white man. 

Dr. Bryan said that if the wage 
differential is narrowed down _ too 
much, it will mean the death of in- 
dustry in the south, as the economic 
center is now in the north and most 
of the codes are administered by busi- 
nessmen of the north.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 

The unemployment insurance bill 
introduced by Senator Wagner and 
Representative Lewis, with the 
backing of Secretary of Labor Per- 
kins and the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, calls for the establishment of 
a federal reserve, but its ultimate 
aim is to bring about a system com- 
posed of units consisting of state 
systems devised to fit local condi- 
tions.

The federal government 
would contribute to these reserves 
in a manner similar to the federal 
highway aid fund, the contributions

St. Peter’s 


Church. 

The pen in the hand of St. Luke the 
evangelist, one of the paintings on 
the ceiling of St. Peter’s church in 
Rome, is nine feet long. From the 
floor where you stand gazing up at it, 


it doesn’t seem larger than the stem 
of a briar pipe. Every time I come 
back to that church I am more amazed 
at its grandeur and beauty. You lose 
your way in St. Peter's. You take a 
walk in it, you ramble till you are 
quite tired. When divine service is 
performed and chanted, you are not 
aware of it till quite close. 


One morning when I visited the 
basilica a solemn mass was being cele- 
brated in one of the side chapels. An 
organ and a full choir participated in 
the service and I couldn’t hear the 
playing and the singing on the other 
side of the transept. If this doesn’t 
give you an idea yet of the size and 
magnitude of the building, let me add 
this: on the day when Bernadette de 
Soubirous, the little peasant girl from 
Lourdes, was raised to sainthood in 
the Catholie church by the pope, the 
pontifical procession took an hour and 
40 minutes to pass the spot where 
I stood in the church. 

Nothing in the world can be com- 
pared to the interior of St. Peter's. 
I envy those who must still pay their 
first visit to that temple. For when 
you step into that church for the first 
time, and the interiar bursts upon 
your astonished gaze, resplendent in 
light, magnificence and beauty, beyond 
all that imagination can conceive, it 
is an experience never to be forgotten. 


In the 
Crypt. 


I mus confess that the crypt of 
St. Peter's, a city in itself, where 
scores of painters are always at work 
on the frescoes on the walls, exercises 
even more of a fascination on my 
mind than the temple above. I like 
to climb down that narrow, spiral 
Staircase behind the statue of St. 
Andrew nd wander around amidst the 
tombs. Perhaps this is due to a secret 
hope on my part—you never know 
what may happen—that something oc- 
curs as occurred a few hundred years 
ago when part of the flooring gave 
way. and the coffin of St. Peter the 
apostle came exposed to view. 

Then the pope was hastily notified 
and he and the resident cardinals in 
solemn procession came down to in- 
spect the aperture in the floor. <A 
torch was lowered and indeed the cof- 
fin was seen and lying on top of it 
the golden cross, studded with jewels, 
the gift of the Emperor Constantine 
and his mother, Helena. After he had 
seen, the pope ordered the tomb closed 
and sealed. It has remained so ever 
since, 

But as I say, being a newspaper- 
men, you never know what may hap- 
pen. Stranger things in fact have oc- 
curred than a rip in a floor. If once 
it ripped, why not twice, and why 
shouldn’t I be just there then?

HARBINGER WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Professional silver agi- 

tators have been sucking their thumbs and look- 
ing wise during the past few days. That is a sure sign a further 
silver move is nigh. 

The professionals do their screaming when they think they are 
losing their battle. They wisely keep quiet when they think they 
are winning. 

As a matter of fact, word has been passed confidentially to them 
by a person very close to the White House that the administration 

’ is going to take the limit off its silver purchases. They have been 
led to expect a nationalization plan similar to that now in effect 
on gold. 


CHANCES That hint is partially confirmed by the fact that 

Professor Warren has been investigating the silver 

problem. He is supposed to have worked out a basis of procedure 

now under consideration in the inner sanctum of the White House. 

What the administration apparently wants to do is use silver 

to stop the rise of the dollar abroad. Professor Warren’s job has 
been to find a way to do it. 

There is just one chance that the administration may ditch the 
idea. In case Treasury Secretary Morgenthau’s inquiry into the 
identity of holders of silver stocks discloses that the silver supply 
is concentrated in the hands of a few wealthy persons, then the 
president will be disinclined to use the silver method. He would 
not want to put a government premium on silver prices for a few 
rich men. 


SELF-GAGGING The gag rule imposed by house democrats 
on the tax bill may not sound like a good 


argument for the democratic form of government, but it was a prac- 
tical necessity. 

The bald truth is that the house does not know enough about 
the subject to pass on such a bill. 

The chairman of the committee which drew the bill was 
Doughton, of North Carolina. He frankly told the rules committee 
he did not understand the technical administrative sections. Few 
do. These sections were worked out by experts who have devoted 
a life of study to the problem. They conceived a balanced scheme 
to block tax evasions and spent months on the job. 

If‘some of heir plans are rejected the bill will be thrown out 
of balance. They figured out that if the community property sec- 
tion of the bill was eliminated, it would take them two months more 
to get the bill back in balance again. Everything else would have 
to be changed.

STENOGS So many hearings are going on in congress now that 
the house committees ran out of stenographers a few 
days ago. 

Such an aviation big shot as Vincent Bendix was kept waiting 
on the stand for 20 minutes in the house naval affairs committee 
while members ran around trying to find a stenographer to take 
down his testimony. 

Finally the weights and coinage committee thoughtfully ad- 
journed and let the naval affairs committee have its stenographer.

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WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The new tax bill which the house !s getting 
ready to approve will bring even at the most optimistic estimates only 
an additional $258,000,000 beyond what is now being received. 

This means that for all practical purposes the administration has not 
developed a tax plan that will balance the budget and that its sole hope 
pecans en neere of improving the nation’s finances is a restoration of 
; business itself, 

The rates provided in the house bill are in line 
with high rates paid during and since the European 
war, but never has the job of raising money by tax- 
ation been as colossal as it is today. 

This is only another way of saying that even if 
the new high rates become as productive as they were 
immediately after the armistice when the income tax 
collections reached a record height, they still will be 
insufficient to meet the financial needs of the govern- 
ment. 

What gave the government its surpluses in the ten 
years following the war was the immense amount of 
war equipment and inventories which were salvaged, 

The only item comparable to this now is the loans 
DAVID LAWRENCE. made by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. The 
book value of these loans by 1935 is expected to be about $5,000,000,- 
000, so if the public debt has attained the $32,000,000,000 maximum 
set by Mr. Roosevelt then, the subtraction of $5,000,000,000 will bring 
the net debt down to $27,000,000,000. 

The American people started with that item back in 1920 and were 
able to cut it down by nearly ten billions, but they had the salvage of 
war supplies to help them. The future budgets, with the provision for 
annual payments on public debt, will have to come out of taxes, direct 
and indirect. 

With a 59 per cent rate at the top and with the graduation of income 
taxes from $5,000 to $100,000 almost as severe as any tax rates of the 
past, the experts figure that the total returns will depend on business 
conditions. But even allowing for certain increased receipts due to 
business improvement, there has been no estimate given out as yet which 
shows clearly that taxes now being proposed will ever balance the budget. 

The politicians, of course, are afraid to impose indirect taxes such 
as are involved in sales of commodities and they hesitate to reduce the 
present exemption level so as to get small sums from the smaller in- 
comes. With all the opposition to sales taxes, the department of agricul- 
ture was finally given permission to apply processing taxes, which are 
levies on foods just as the original sales taxes were intended to be. The 
difference is that the proceeds of the processing taxes go to the farmers 
and not to other classes of people. But the principle of a sales tax is 
not only imbedded in our federal government’s emergency program but 
it has also been taken up by various states. 

It is the only tax suggested which shows any possibility of bringing 
in enough money over a period of years to begin cutting down the debt 
in substantial amounts each year. 

The present plan of the administration is to let the house bill go 
through the senate, with such amendments as are proposed there after 
further study of the measure, and then when congress has adjourned 
a comprehensive taxation plan is likely to be proposed. There is much 
sympathy with the ideas of Mark Graves, tax commissioner of New York 
state, who has a scheme for co-ordinating federal and state taxes and 
preventing overlapping. It is not a question that can be resolved at the 
present session of congress and probably will get more momentum if 
sponsored between sessions of congress when the attitude of the states

HOPKINS SHAPING. 
NEW CWA PLANS 


Gradual Demobilization 
in Prospect for 4,000,000 
by First of May. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—(P)— 
The last payday for more than 200,- 
OC) civil works employes today found 
Harry L. Hopkins trying to shape 
the organization’s uncertain future 


should it be found necessary to re- 
tain some of the present force of 
4,000,000 employes beyond the May 
1 demobilization date. 

Coincidentally, the civil works ad- 
ministrator and his aids were draft- 
ing new rules and regulations for 
the relief unit. These may set forth 
the policy already decided upon’ that 
those remaining on the pay rolls after 
tonight are to be dismissed at *the 
rate of 10 percent a week until de- 
mobilization is completed. 

The president apparently has ad- 
hered to his determination to liqui- 
date the hastily assembled employ- 
ment organization by the end of 
April. It has been indicated, how- 
ever, that thousands may re- 
tained on the pay rolls should the 
revival in industry looked for by the 
administrtion not materialize. 

In that event, civil works might 
form the nucleus for the work in- 
surance @dvocated by Hopkins, and 
carefully prepared projects would be 
chosen for completion. 

Hopkins, who alsa is federal relief 
director, visualizes Wyrk © insurance 
support as a suppleifent to unem- 
ployment insurance similar to the 
British system which levies a tax 
on both employer and employe. The 
government supplies, in addition, ap- 
proximately one-third of the necessary 
funds. 

The southern states will feel the 
brunt of the next series of demobili- 
zation orders. The fact that farm- 
ing has, begun in many sections there 
Is expected to lessen the shock. Grad- 
ually, workers’ will be taken off 
northern state pay rolls. 

Officials estimated that today’s dis- 
missals affected 263,682 persons.

LOOKING FORWARD. 

This promises to be a rather inter- 
esting year. There are a number of 
things coming down the cycle of sea- 
sons that have already captivated my 
imagination, and I am looking for- 


ward to these events with high an- 
ticipation. ; 

District Forester Elliott from Au- 
gusta came in to see me the other 
day, and we discussed the possible oc- 
currence of that rare and ever elusive 
Anderson Hyla, which has the most 
restricted range and most peculiarly 
discontinuous distribution of any frog 
in the United States. We also laid 
some deep and dark plans against the 
lives of other frogs and salamanders 
in the shape of planned expeditions 
in the evergreen swamps in Elliott’s 
territory, which is within 150 miles 
of the type locality of Hyle ander- 
sonii. 

The Georgia Society of Naturalists 
is planning to do a bit of work some 
time in April on the plants and ani- 
mals of the Stone Mountain region. 
Dr. Baker will then expound the dis- 
tribution of Isoetes (spelling gw 
phonetic and not guaranteed; have 
no botanical texts at hand!) one spe- 


cies of which is found nowhere else 
in the world, yet inhabits that bald 
dome of the mountain. I shall also 
have some work to do on the sala- 
manders from those waters, which are 
highly charged with radium. 

Then there will be one or two short 
trips in the Okefinokee region some- 
time about the first of April and 
thereafter. These trips will be purely 
for the purpose of checking some re- 
ported activities of the frogs in that 
wilderness, 

In May there will be a few days 
spent at Sherwood plantation, at 
Thomasville, the home- of Herbert L. 
Stoddard, who knows more about the 
bob white quail than any man alive. 
Challengers for this distinction are re- 
ferred to his 600-page book on this 
bird. Stoddard is also a keen student 
of bird life in general, and the few 
days with him will undoubtedly be 
very valyable experience. Especially 
since the Green Tree Frogs will be 
breeding there about that time. 

‘That is far enough ahead. There 
will have to be a week-end trip or so 
to the mountains before June, and 
longer trips later in the summer, Yes, 
the calendar has shaped up a mighty 
interesting looking year. Let’s see 
how it works out!

Witness Declares Poison Found 
In Stomach of Preston Kennedy 


GREENWOOD, Miss., Feb. 15.— 
(P}—A post-mortem examination of 
the abdominal organs of Dr. 
Preston Kennedy, Greenwood surgeon, 
disclosed the presence of mercury, Dr. 
W. F. Hand, state chemist and dean 
of science at Mississippi State Col- 
lege, testified this afternoon in the 
murder trial of Dr. Sarah Ruth Dean, 
33-year-old woman physician. 


The organs were sent to Dr. Hand 
at State College at Starkville last 
summer after Dr. Kennedy’s body had 
been exhumed at the request of rela- 
tives. 

The state put the chemist on the 
stand as one of a long string of wit- 
nesses produced in an effort to prove 
that Kennedy was a victim of poison 
administered in a whisky highball, 
allegedly drunk during a_ midnight 
“farewell meeting’ with Dr. Dean 
last July 27 

Kennedy, Greenwood’s leading sur- 
geon, died after a ten-day illness, 
relatives claiming he had named Dr. 
Dean as his poisoner in a dying dec- 
laration. 

The trial was in recess most of the 
day, awaiting the arrival of Hand 
from Starkville. During a _ brief 
morning session, the state put on the 
stand undertakers’ and embalming 
fluid company representatives to tes- 
tify that the embalming fluid used in 
Kennedy’s body contained no mercury. 
The testimony was apparently designed 
to forestall any defense attack on the 
autopsy performed after exhumation. 

On cross-examination, Defense At- 
torney J. J. Breland asked the wit- 
ness if he could tell “in what for- 
mula the mercury started out, that 
is bichloride of mercury, cyanide of 
mercury or what?” 

“T can’t tell you anything about 
that,” Hand said. “The tests were 
necessarily confined’ to mercury 
alone.”

service of “incalculable value” for na- 
tional defense. 

Brown said he had hoped “because 
of the high position in the postal serv- 
ice which I had the honor to hold for 
four years, “he might be permitted to 
testify without the imposition of “con- 
ditions reflecting on my integrity.” 

“However,” he added, “my desire to 
prevent, if possible an irreparable in- 
jury to an industry, the uninterrupted 
development of which, in my judg- 
ment, is vital to our national security 
and well-being, transcends any person- 
al considerations.” 

Lindbergh Praised. 

In New York, Brown, discussing 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh’s tele- 
gram to President Roosevelt on the 
cancellation of air mail contracts, 
said: 

“Colonel Lindbergh knows more 
than any other person outside of the 
postoffice department personnel about 
details of air mail eperations and the 
efforts of the So department 
during the period of my service to pro- 
mote.an economically independent avi- 
ation industry. 

“We were very glad to have the 
benefit of Colonel Lindbergh’s advice 
in technical matters affecting avia- 
tion. The colonel is literally spend- 
ing his life in the promotion of com- 
mercial aviation because of the intrin- 
sic value of this new form of trans- 
portation and because of its essential 
relation to national security.” 

Following the reading of Brown’s

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MISSISSIPPI SENATE 
FAVORS HARD LIQUOR 


By the Associated Press. 

The Mississippi senate reversed its 
form yesterday and voted to submit 
hard liquor to the people after it had 
given double approval to a house bill 
allowing sale of 4 per cent beer in 
the state. 


Liquor also bobbed up again in Vir- 
ginia as.the senate considered details 
of its dispensary system but the South 
Carolina assembly stuck to more rou- 
tine duties, 

The Mississippi yote was 21 to 18 
and gives senate approval to a pro- 
posed popular referendum on hard 
liquor at a special election, April 3. 
Two weeks ago the senate defeated the 
same bill. 


The beer bill, passed late yester- 
day, was brought up again today on 
a vote to reconsider but the senate 
refused to take back its previous ac- 


tion, 

The Virginia senate, during its 
study of the dispensary system, voted 
to allow the liquor control board to 
manufacture its own whisky. On the 
other side of the capitol the house of 
delegates engrossed a bill legalizing 
professional boxing with a resound- 
ing chorus of ayes. 

The South Carolina senate in a 
resolution directed the commissioner 
of industries to investigate code ob- 
servance among South- Carolina cot- 
ton mills, while the house adopted a 
joint resolution providing for a ref- 
erendum to limit the pardoning pow- 
ers of the governor. 


MISSISSIPPIANS BREAK 
FROM BONE-DRY MOORINGS 


JACKSON, Miss., Feb. 15.—(P)— 
The Mississippi legislature today def- 
initely broke away from its 25-year- 
old bone-dry .moorings, moving for 
immediate modification of its pro- 
hibitory laws. A bill, approved by 
both houses of the general assembly, 
legalizing sale and manufacture of 
four per cent beer and wines was en 
route to Governor Sennett Conner’s 
desk, while another measure legalizing 
state-dispensed hard liquor upon rati- 
fication of the electorate, was adopted 
by the senate. 

The governor has five days either 
to veto or approve the bill after it 
reaches his desk. 

Withstanding an intensive barrage 
of amendments by the opposition, pro- 
ponents of a bill setting up machinery 
to obtain a $7,500,000 loan and &2.- 
000,000 PWA grant from road-build- 
ing purposes tonight passed the 
measure by a vote of 81 to 38. 

The final yote on the bill came aft- 
er house members had adopted an 
agreement to limit current expenses 
for 1934-35 to $16,800,000. 
REDISTRICTING BILL 

SIGNED FOR VIRGINIA 

RICHMOND, Va. Feb. 15.—(#)— 
Governor Peery today signed the con- 
gressional redistricting bill disposing 
of one of the legislative session’s most 
controversial problems while the house 
engrossed a bill to legalized profes- 
sional boving and the senate continued 
to work on the dispensary liquor con- 
trol bill.

GUECHS ACCUSED 


OF AIDING REVOLT 


Interest Turns to Border 
Following Italy’s Mass- 
ing of Troops. 


By the Associated Press. 
Tense sympathy in Czecho-Slovakia 
for battling Austrian socialists mani- 
fested itself in a five-minute general 
strike Thursday as Hungarian and 


Italian newspapers charged Czecho- 
Slovakia with aiding the revolt by 
supplying arms and ammunition. 

In war-born Czecho-Slovakia, 
staunch defender of democracy in cen- 
tral Europe, the government was rep- 
resented as feeling that cool heads 
are needed to prevent another great 
war, 

At the same time, interest of Europe 
turned toward the Austro-Italian fron- 
tier, where, it became known, Italy 
quietly has massed 75,000 troops in 
recent months, 

Government officials emphasized 
that they had not been placed there 
because of Austrian developments. 

Italy’s interest in those develop- 
ments, informed quarters said, was in 
the possibility, deeply repugnant to 
Italy, that Austria might effect the 
long-dreaded ‘“anschluss,” or political 
union with Germany. % 

New Czech Cabinet.

of the 


-Czecho-Slovakian government as a re- 


sult of expressed dissatisfaction over 
currency devaluation moves, passed 
almost unnoticed as all attention 
turned to the Austrian conflict. Pre- 
mier Malypetr quickly organized a 
hew ministry. 

The Italian press, almost unani- 

mously, condemned Czecho-Slovakia’s 
attitude toward Austria and flatly 
charged that Czech arms and ammu- 
nition had permitted the organization 
of the revolt, 
_ The Budpest newspaper Magyarsag 
joined in the clamor, repeating the 
armament charges and declaring that 
even the currency move had been 
made in an effort to disorganize Aus- 
trian trade and thus bring about un- 
rest. 

France, Czecho-Slovakia’s old friend 
and ally, was dragged into the pic- 
ture by the Giornale D’Italia, often 
used as a mouthpiece of Premier 
Mussolini when, after referring to 
Czecho-Slovakia and other powers, it 
declared : ; 

“The attitude of Czecho-Slovakia 
and France is absolutely inexcusable.” 
Friendship Shaky. 

Ever since the peacemakers carved 
Czecho-Slovakia from the northern 
tier of the old Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire, the child and the parents have 
been on more or less tenuous terms 
of friendship. 

Austria and Hungary both sought 
revision of the Versailles treaty, with 
some of Czecho-Slovakia turned back 
to them as a result. Czecho-Slovakia, 
through her fighting foreign minister, 
Edouard Benes, made it plain that 
“anyone coming to revise our boun- 
daries must bring an army along.” 

Dr. Benes, educated in France, or- 
ganized the Little Entente of Czecho- 
Slovakia, Yugo-Slavia and Rumania, 
and French influence persisted in its 
councils. The Little Entente, with 
France, became thé champion of the 
sanctity of the Versailles pact. 

Yugo-Slavian relations with Italy 
became tense and the Little Entente 
signed a pact providing for a com- 
mon foreign policy. 

Then there was the matter of the 
shipment of arms from Italy through 
Austria into Hungary. Czechs scent- 
ed a plot and until the matter was 
adjusted by the return of the arms 
to Italy, central Europe was in a 
furore in which Germany, France, 
England and Italy joined. 

Since its recognition as an inde- 
pendent nation in 1918—Czech legions 
fought with the allies during the war 

zecho-Slovakia has been staunchly 
democratic. 

For that reason it has viewed with 
alarm the rise of fascism in Italy and 
naziism in Germany. 

““‘We believe in democracy not only 
at home but in foreign affairs,” Dr.

CAWVERS CUENTS FELD 
SPONSIBLE FOR LENS 


Judge Moore’s Setting Aside 
of Hotel Sale Reversed 
by High Court. 


In two widely different cases, both 
the supreme court and the court of 
appeals Thursday held that both law- 
yers and clients should exercise — all 
possible diligence in digging up liens 
against properties involved in trans 
actions, the case before the court of 
appeals involving a lower court de- 
cision in. which the plaintiff was al- 
lowed damages of only one cent, which 
the eourt ruled insufficient. 

The supreme court decision grew 
out of the setting aside of the sale 
of the Tremont hotel here. Judge Vir- 
lyn B. Moore, of the Fulton supe- 
rior court, being reversed. The hotel 
was sold by W. J. Davis Jr., as re- 
ceiver for M. L. Thrower, to the At- 
lanta Savings bank, trustee, holding 
a $175,000 mortgage. which bid in the 
property at $125.000 subject to an- 
other lien of $32,466, which the bank 
knew about. The bank refused to go 
through with the sale when it learned 
that the hotel was liable for a judg- 
ment of $5,724 due Mrs. M. G. Kur- 
fees and on the bank’s plea, Judge 
The su- 
preme court held the bank shonld have 
found out about the second lien. 

The court of appeals reversed a 
decision of the Taliaferro superior 
court in awarding a judgment of one 
cent from Hawes Cloud to W. T 
Hill, holding the amount insufficient. 
Hill charged that because Cloud, act- 
ing as his attorney, did not learn of 
a $1,500 lien against the property he 
looked up title to, he should have had 
damages to that amount. The appeals 
court decision said the attorney should 
have learned of the lien and remand- 
ed the case for new trial. 

In another case decided Thursday 
the supreme court held that Richmond 
county has to pay the city of Au- 
gusta for water furnished the county 
for its courthouse and jail. 

A fourth decision which attracted 
attention Thursday was one by the 
supreme court which held that a wife 
suing for divorce is entitled to tem- 
porary alimony just so long as she 
does not abandon a suit. The deci- 
sion was on the case of Mrs. Mary 
Hemperly against J. B. Hemperly. 
The wife dbtained an order for $3 
weelly alimony in 1914, later drop- 
ping her divorce suit in Georgia and 
still later suing for and obtaining a 
divorce in Alabama. In 1931, after 
she had remarried. the woman sought 
to collect back alimony. The whole 
execution was cancelled in Fulton su- 
perior court but the higher court held 
that it should have been cancelled 
only after the suit for divorce in this 
state had been abandoned.

Dear Miss Chatfield: My husband 
is planning to take a position that 
will necessitate his moving to another 
city for at least six months. He is 
contemplating moving his family in 
my house to live with me while he is 
away and this doesn’t set well with 
me. He doesn’t have to change posi- 
tions and I am opposed to his going 
but it is doubtful if I can influence 
him in the matter. When we were 
first married I tried living with his 
family and it was very disagreeable. 
His mother and an old maid sister 
constantly cornered him and pumped 
him full of notions about me so l 
had to take many a scolding from 
him on their account. I am less able 
to endure this sort of injustice now 
than I was at the beginning of our 
marriage and there is also a little girl 
to be considered now. I have already 
tried to have a quiet sensible dis- 
cussion of the subject, tried to point 
out to him that the experiment would 
be disastrous to our happiness, but 
he turns a deaf ear to me. Maybe 
an outsider can shed some light on 
the subject and help me to come to 
a wise decision as to what I should 
do.

Answer: Married to an _ auto- 
cratic husband a wife has to sub- 
ordinate her will to his or fight for 
her liberty and take the conse- 
quences, which may conceivably be 
worse than servitude, It’s contempt- 
tible for a man to try to impose 
his will on his wife when due to 
financial dependence she cannot as- 
sert herself as is her legal and 
moral right to do. She certainly 
should have the privilege of saying 
who shall live in her home with 
herself and her child. She should 
have the right to refuse to let him 
saddle her with in-laws who have 
already rendered their presence 
odious to her. Yet with all of this 
acknowledged, if he, during their 
married life, has assumed such au- 
thority as he now assumes and she 
has let him get by with it, the 
habit is formed and cannot be bro- 
ken without a death-struggle. In 
other words, this is not the first 
time she has had to submit to in- 
‘justice at his hands, it is only one 
more time. 

Most certainly the experiment will 
be disastrous. The in-laws haven't 
changed. They are not going to be 
less meddlesome but more so, he 
wife confesses that she is in no mood 
to put up with their interference in 
her life and so the stage is set for 
a battle royal. The cowardly hus- 
band who wants a change and moves 
from one position to another in order 
to get it, disregarding his  wife’s 
wishes and trampling on her feelings, 
will be out and gone. The strife be- 
tween his wife and his family won't 
inconvenience him, nor is he concern- 
ed with the bad effect that it must 
certainly have upon his little daugh-

What is the wife to do? First, 
exhaust every effort to talk him 
out of the propo change of posi- 
tions; second, failing in this, try 
to pursuade him to take her and 
the child along with him to the new 
home; third, failing again, to 
threaten to close her home and go 
on a visit to her family if she has 
a family. If all strategy results 
in defeat then she has no alterna 
tive but to open her doors to the 
unwelcome guests, retain as much 
privacy as is consistent with polite- 
ness and exercise as much self-con 
trol as her outraged sense of jus- 
tice will permit.

He could now see the 
possibility of defeating the contract 
if his partner could be influenced to 
ruff the diamond return low and 
force the singleton spade from the 
dummy so that a finesse could not be 
taken through East’s king. He there- 
fore led a small diamond, which 
South covered; and West, amazingly 
enough, understood his partner’s mes- 
sage and ruffed with the deuce of 
spades. The declarer, at this point, 
studied long before playing from the 
dummy. Eventually he decided that 
this play did not disclose a trump 
holding of the’ king-eight#even or 
more in the East hand but was de- 
signed to prevent a finesse through 
the singly guarded king in the East 
hand. South therefore refused to over- 
ruff and permitted West to hold the 
trick. At this point West returned 
the heart ten and South went up 
with the ace, led the six of spades, 
successfully finessed against the king, 
drew the adverse trumps, and fulfill- 
ed his contract. 

The reader will observe that East’s 
plan was well conceived. Had the 
spade six in dummy been used to 
over-ruff the deuce, East must then 
have obtained the lead on the second 
round of trumps, when he could have 
returned one more diamond which 
West, with his four trumps, would 
have been able to ruff, thus defeat- 
ing the contract. 

It was a brilliant strategem, but 
the one by which South combated it 
was even more 60.

Those opposing the tournament 
were Coaches Adolph Rupp, of Ken- 
tucky; Josh Cody, of Vanderbilt, and 
Harry Rabenhorst, of Louisiana State. 

Those favoring its continuation, 
the newspapers said, were Coaches 
Hank Crisp, of Alabama: Roy Mun- 
dorff, of Georgia Tech; Rex Enright, 
of Georgia; Ralph Jordon, of Auburn: 
Ed Walker, of Mississippi, and Bill 
Britton, of Tennessee. 

Coach Cody was quoted as saying, 
“Feel that it is fairer to award cham- 
pionships on basis of entire season’s 
play.” 

Coach Crisp declared, “Believe con- 
ference should allow tournaments to 
be held in all sports—basketball, golf, 
swimming, boxing, wrestling and ten- 
nis. 7

winner,” Coach Enright was quoted 
aS saying.

It 
would go big in Atlanta, Nashville or 
Lexington. Atlanta or Lexington 
would be the two most logical sites.

NEVER THOUGHT. 

They never thought that the little 
brother, Bryan Grant Jr., would get 
very far, at least in national compe- 
tition. 

Today, “Bitsy” Grant is the great- 
est tennis player in the world for his 
weight. He was rated seventh in the 
nation in the last rankings and he 
proved his right to the position by 
bouncing Frank Shields, the No. 1 
player, out of the Miami Biltmore 
tournament. 

His elimination of Ellsworth Vines; 
now a pro, from the national singles 
at Forrest Hills last year, was the 
year’s major tennis upset. In fact, 
little Bryan won plenty of recogni- 
tion for that conquest, which no 
doubt influenced Vines’ desire to en- 
ter the pro field. 

Grantland Rice, who writes for The 
Constitution, termed him the “Georgia 
jackrabbit” after that victory. Now, 
the jackrabbit does not grow in Geor- 
gia, but our native cotton-tail is no 
slouch when it comes to picking them 
up and laying them down. And 
chances are that Grantland was think- 
ing of the Georgia rabbit when he 
wrote his piece, since he has hunted 
extensively in this state and is well 
aware of the speed of the cotton-tail. 

STARTED YOUNG. 

Bryan Grant started playing ten- 
nis on the Atlanta courts when a lit- 
tle bit of a shaver. In fact, he never 
was very big. But clever, oh my! 

He sprang into national notice in 
1930 when he won the national clay 
courts championship, defeating Junior 
Coen. 

This victory gave little Bryan the 
biggest thrill he ever got out of ten- 
nis—not excluding the victory over 


the great Vines last summer. 


“I guess it was because Coen was 
getting so much publicity at the time,” 
Bitsy stated. “He was the leader 
among the younger players and any- 
one would have been delighted with 
beating him.” 

And the toughest match that “Bit- 
sy’ ever played. 

Not the match with Vines or Coen 
or any of the rest. 

BOTH PASSED OUT. 

“It was with Cliff Sutter in the 
finals of the southern men’s singles 
tournament in 1922. The thermometer 
was 100 in the shade and we both 
collapsed after the match, which Sut- 
ter won.” 

It is a long jump between 193 
and 1933. But those who predicted 
that the 130-pound Grant would burn 
himself out were badly fooled. 

Last year was one of “Bitsy's” big- 
gest years in ‘ennis.

DOUMERGUE WINS 
VOTE OF CHAMBER 


Premier Shuts Off De- 
bate Until -Budget for 
1934 Is Passed. 


PARIS, Feb. 15.—(4)—Armed with 
authority from the chamber of depu- 
ties, Premier Gaston Doumergue and 
his “political truce” cabinet took firm 
command of France today. 

The chamber gave the government 
an overwhelming vote of confidence 
as “Papa” Doumergue shut off all 
debate ntil the budget for 1934 is 
voted. 

Singing the Marseillaise «nd 
cheering the 7l-year-old leader in the 
national emergency, deputies from 
practically all parts of the chamber 
drowned out the cries of the commu- 
nists and socialists and deluged their 
protests under a flood of favorable 
votes. 

Winning the support of all but 
193 deputies out of 595, the vig- 
orous old premier told parliament ex- 
actly what it must do and how it 
must do it. He ordered all debate 
eliminated until the budget is ap- 
proved, and he changed a law, old as 
the republic itself, to enable passage 


of a period of months. 
Communist members howled 
sassin” and broke into the strains of 
the “Internationale” as M. Dov- 
mergue, talking in an amiable but 
firm manner, admonished parliament 
to cease its tactics of interference 
with the national welfare, warning 
that “peace among the French” is 
vital, for otherwise the country 
would lose respect at home 
abroad. 
While the 


premier spoke, heavy 


lines of police encircled the chamber, 


guarded all parts of the building, and 
kept streets leading to the building 
clear. 

“IT am not premier through any 
ambition,” M. Doumergue declared, 
as he made the pronouncement that 
he would not discuss any interpel- 
lations on government policies until 
after passage of the budget bill. 

“If you deputies are not either 
blind or deaf you ought to know what 
is going on.” 

A vote was called, with the stip- 
ulation that it be one of confidence 
in the premier and his cabinet. 

The voting, accomplished to the 
accompaniment of howls from the 
leftists, showed 402 deputies favored 
the program of hard-fisted authority,
